Gentlemen: 

The Committee on the Building and Grounds begs to submit the following 
report covering the period April 1st through May 31st, 1960. 

Our maintenance staff spent well over half their time 
working on exhibitions. 

Gallery 42 was repainted and hung with contemporary American 
paintings. The corridors where the Barye bronzes are displayed 
were painted. 

As a result of the new agreement with the Restorer, his 
laboratory was transferred from the basement to the portrait studio 
on the first floor. The old fabric wall covering was removed to a 
height of 10* and that area covered with used homosote panels and 
painted. Two new air conditioners and an exhaust fan were installed 
at a cost $376.35. The Restorer will continue to do his X-ray and 
dark room work in the old laboratory. The rest of this room will 
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be used as a sign shop and a photography studio. 


The Photographer's office and dark room in the adjacent room 


was walled off. The former photography studio will be used as a 


frame and mat shop. 



Plans for reconstruction on the art school were submitted by 
Faulkner, Kingsbury and Stenhouse. An estimate of the construction 
costs by the Charles H. Tompkins Company came to $42,000; other estimates 
will be obtained. The Tompkins Company estimate was based on plans which 
are in the process of being revised. A new bid will be asked for from 
Tompkins Company, Joseph F. Parkhill and Company and Skinker and Garrett. 
These plans deal with the fire prevention work required by the District 
including an outside fire escape in connection with the art school. At 
the suggestion of the building inspector's office, any plans for work on 
the auditorium should be deferred until the new building code is published 
which will probably be in December. 

At their meeting on May 31st, the Women's Committee voted to appro¬ 
priate funds for the complete refurbishing of the auditorium which will 
include replacement of chairs and resurfacing of the walls. Removal of 
four center columns on the stage to increase the depth of the stage is being 
considered. It is not expected that the new building regulations will be 
known in time for work to be completed this year.

AGREEMENT 

Between The Corcoran Gallery of Art and Russell J. Quandt, Restorer 


1. Duration ! This agreement will be effective this day forward, and 
is mutually ierminable upon three month’s notice by either party. 

2. Compensations This will consist of an annual salary of $[*,000.00 
for whicn yj days of work will be rendered per annum to art objects 
belonging to the Gallery. The Restorer will undertake, in addition, 
as private outside work, the restoration of minor damage to paintings 
on which there is insurance coverage, bills for which would be trans¬ 
mitted to the insurance company for payment. Paintings with extensive 
damage covered, by insurance will be treated within the stipulated 50 
days per annum allowance and the Gallery will recover directly for the 
costs involved, including an allowance for overhead. 

3. Assistants: Mr. Quandt may enploy assistants in his work provided 
that their condensation, if any, be defrayed by him. A list identifying 
all assistants shall be filed with the Director’s office, whereipon said 
assistants may also have access to the building and the laboratory at 
times when the Gallery is closed to the public. 

!+• Duties and Responsibilities t Insofar as his equipment and facilities 
will permit, the Restorer will undertake the repair of, and work for the 
specified time, on any Gallery paintings brought to him in the laboratory 
by members of the Gallery staff. The Restorer will not be responsible 
for the care or storage of art objects belonging to, or in the custody 
of, the Gallery which are not in the process of being treated in the 
laboratory. It is agreed that interesting restoration problems brought 
to the attention of the Curator by a member of the public, or submitted 
by other museums, will be referred to the Restorer. The curatorial 
department will maintain much closer contact with the Restorer and his 
work so that the department may benefit more fully than it has in the 
past from the Restorer’s experience. 

5* Maintenance of Records : The Restorer will keep records, which will 
be available for examination by the Gallery staff, of time spent vpon 
Gallery work. The Restorer will be relieved as much as possible of desk 
work in connection with recording treatment of Gallery pictures by normally 
delegating this to the Curator. 


6 * Purchase of Materials : The Restorer will order materials and have 
the bills addressed to the Gallery.

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CONSERVATION 

Rowan K. LeCompte continues his restorative work on the Soissons stained 
glass. He writes that he will be reinstalling the two panels presently completed within 
the next few weeks, leaving five panels still to be removed and worked on. The cost to 
date was $400, 

With the replacement of the missing rifle (secured through a new casting 
by the Roman Bronze T/fforks, Corona, New York) on Remington*s Mountain Man , the restoration 
of this bronze and of Off The Range , by Frederick Remington, has been completed. To pre« 
vent further vandalism they have been installed under glass in galleries 43 and 44, The 
total cost of repair was $95,53, 

Karekin Beshir in New York has completed the reinforcing, lining and clean** 
ing of two of the Isphahan rugs in the Clark Collection, These have been placed on exhi» 
bition in gallery 53, It will be necessary to continue a systematic conservation program 
on the rug collection as funds become available. The cost was $1,950, 

Five drawings and prints were sent to Miss Christa M, Gaehde, Arlington, 
Massachusetts, in the spring of 1959 for expert cleaning and restoration. This work has 
now been completed and the prints returned to the Gallery, The cost was $92,00, 

Since the damage to the painting Man with a Scroll by Rembrandt, suffered 
in December during an attempted theft, required repair by Russell Quandt, he has taken 
the opportunity to carry out extensive conservation measures on the whole panel in ad« 
dition to the work necessary to repair the slight damage,

Halpert Collection , Our Militia, 1765-1865 and Jacques Lipchitz , required 
well over 50% of the time of our maintenance staff. 


The sales desk area, recently refurbished, was equipped with 


an attractive display case for sculpture reporductions. The case was made 
by our own staff, mostly from material already on hand. 


Other important maintenance and refurbishing projects included: 


repainting the Superintendent's apartment and equipping its windows with Ve¬ 
netian blinds (cost: $181.00); providing a 1-ton air-conditioner for the photo¬ 
grapher's studio (cost: $137.00); installing shades in ten windows in the Red 
Cross Area used by the Children's Classes (cost: $9.84); providing the member- 







The Architect*s fee for the new glass and aluminum 
vestibule in the main entrance came to $756.00. The complete cost 


of the new vestibule was $7,147.00. 

The cost of the building survey made by Faulkner, Kings¬ 
bury and Stenhouse was $513.75. 

The charges for overhauling the steam station and adding 
a new steam line as reqorted last quarter were $3,458.00. 

The Mathy Company made repairs on the glass roof at $488.00. 
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ship office with an 8* fluorescent lamp (cost: $49.57)} installing an 


exhaust fan in the third floor studio of the School (costs $106.70); 


cleaning all glass ceilings throughout the Gallery by an outside com* 


tractor, painted the flag pole on the roof and replaced the rope (cost 



Ten fire extinguishers located in paintings galleries were 


replaced because the sodium and acid used in these extinguishers would have 
been harmful to paint surfaces. The new equipment contains carbon dioxide 
which will not harm the works of art (costs $260,00). 


Gallery 43 was rehung with American prints. American drawings 


were hung in gallery 41. New pedestals were constructed for the two bronzes 
by Frederic Remington, O ff the Range aid Mountain Man , which were also pro*-* 
vided with covers of plexi«glass for protection (costs $117.14). Eighteen 
bronzes from our collection of sculpture by A. L. Barye, selected for a travel** 
ing exhibition, were crated in wooden boxes for travel.
